The  following  summary  of  results  of  the  1926  GROW  HEALTHY  CHICKS  campaign  in 
Connecticut  shows  what  can  he  done  in  obtaining  an  accurate  report.  The  methods 
followed  by  the  poultry  specialist,  E,  E.  Jones, and  the  eight  county  agents  who 
carried  on  the  campaign, are  systematic  and  practical. 
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ITnen  the  farmer  housed 

his  pullets  in 

Hovember , 

the  need  for 

a record  of 

results  was  carried  to  him  in  the  local  newspapers . Then  each  farmer  who  had  en- 
rolled in  the  campaign  was  sent  a circular  letter  and  a report  card.  This  card 
listed  the  eight  practices  emphasized  in  the  campaign  and  asked  the  farmer  to 
check  those  he  followed' to  give  the  number  lost  through  diseases  and  parasites; 
and  to  indicate  how  satisfied  he  was  with  the  methods-  and  his  results.  Farmers 
who  did  not  reply  to  the  first  request  were  sent  another  card  with  a tactful 
reminder,  10  days  later.  After  10  days  more  this  was  repeated.  The  newspapers 
printed  notes  on  the  progress  of  the  reporting  and  the  results  shown.  Reports 
were  also  obtained  from  farmers  at  all  meetings  held  in  the  county  during  this 
time.  Then  local  volunteer  committeemen!’cleaned  up:;  by  getting  the  needed  data 
from  their  neighbors  who  had  neglected  to  report.  The  figures  on  production  were 
obtained  through  egg  production  records  kept  by  some  of  the  cooperators  during 
1927  and  cover  about  25,000  pullets  raised  from  chicks  enrolled  in  the  campaign.
